to this Common-wealth, For therby 
our Thrice Noble Prince recciucth a 
good renenuce, and the Tizne of 
this Land is fold for many thou- 
ſand pounds a yeare more in For- 
rcin parts,then otherwiſe it would, 
to the great increaſe of the Cow- 
mon ſtocke of this Kingdome., Allo 
the Law of this Realmealloweth, 
that if any man inuent a new Art, 
beneficiall to the Common-wealth, 
hee may haue a Patent to vie that 
Art ſolely , with reftraint of all 
others for ſcuen yeares : as wellin 
recompence of his induſtry, as for 
the incouragement of others, to
